Education  the  Test  of  Immigra¬ 
tion. 

The  immigration  committees  of  the 
senate  ami  house  of  representatives 
have  both  reported  favorably  a  bill  to 
restrict  immigration  according  to  an 
educational  test.  Both  bills  are  quit* 
similar,  and  the  reports  uunuimous  ; 
hence  there  seems  to  be  a  fair  pros¬ 
pect  of  enacting  such  a  measure  be¬ 
fore  the  close  of  the  present  session 
Tha  important  cla'ise  in  ea-h  bill  pro^ 
vide*  for  the  exclusion  of  "all  mal# 
persons  between  16  and  60  years  o| 
age  who  cannot  read  aud  write  the 
English  language  <>r  some  other  lan* 
guage."  While  the  measure  is  aimed 
to  protect  the  interests  of  labor,  it 
especially  seeks  to  prevent  the  ingress 
of  illiteracy.  The  attempt  to  improve 
the  quality  ’of  citizenship,  <*r  to  pr* 
vent  any  secession  of  population  that 
would  lower  the  preseut  standard,  is 
Commendable,  and  some  advantage 
would  be  gained  bv  the  passage  of 
the  bill.
